As far a.a 
known, no one waa injured. Tbe peo- 
ple were frotten out of ttie circus 
tents in safety and the unimaii, were 
removed without mitch trouble. The 
exposition building waa bujit at a cost 
of $u'00,OUO, but for years haa been 
in a dilapidated cundiUoa and was 
practically of no value. 

Tbe great roof fell in at SMS and 
the buihiinp w.is s.ion a complete 
wreck.

Mecca ia aeithar a large nor a 
handsome city.

Vrnrn to the Karftipp Three 
Tlaiea Said to Be Withoat 
Paaatetloa, 

(SpfcLai Washlnaton Letter.) 

OF ALIi the atories about drown- 
ing people, this ia the most 
sinv^iilar and intereeting that 
the w riter has ever heard. There is a 
free bathing beach in the Potoinne 
river which is carefully guarded, and 
yet quite a number of bathera have 
lost their lives there. One of the life 
savers there to-day aaid: "In all my 
experience, and I have had ooaaider- 
able at varioua watarlag raaorts, I 
have never known of a aiuffla tnatance 
of a drowning paraoa calling for 
help. 

"It is generally supposed that per- 
sons struggling in the water call for 
assistance, but such ia not the case. 
For some reason, which can hardly be 
explained, they never signal help. 
They aimpiy throw tip one liand, not 
both, mind you. and uiuler thev pn. I 
have noticed this particularly at the 
\Vashinf,'toii beach, in not a sintrle 
instance has there been u call for help. 
I h,nc jiiilled persons from the water 
Within a few feet of the ruft who were 
St rujr^'lini,' for life, yet WhO never Ut- 
tered a siiifjle outcry. 

"It nas only that I happened to no- 
tice their peculiar actions in t hi- uatcr, 
and not the noise they made, that ini- 
pellcd me t o ffo after t hem. Time and 
ajjaiii I have seen poor swimmers 
litart from the shore nnd after 
pnddliiif; a short distance throw up 
one hand and po under. It is the most 
remarkable thing imaginable that 
they give no signal of diatresa when 
help is 80 near. 1 have often asked 
rescued peraons why they did not call 
for help, but they could five no ex- 
plauatlon. They knew they were 
drowning, but the only aign of their 
peril was the involuntary raising of 
the arm. I have become ao accus- 
tomed to thia aort of thing— that 
peculiar manner in which a drowning 
person throwa up the hand — that 
among a score of bathers diving, duck- 
ing and splashing about I can tell the 
one in daiifrer in an instant. 

"When he i,'oes doun it is with head 
thrown far back. As the water washes 
over the face up comes the hand. 
'J'heli it slowly disap|)ears, ffoiiifj un- 
der inch by inch. 

" Then if anythin;; i~ done it must be 
done (juickly. I have heard nuiny 
stories of a drowiiin? person iiiakiinr 
a (.'reat racket to attract attention, 
but 1 do not t)eli<'ve them. \Vhen more 
than one person is in danger I have 
known of calls, but invariably they 
came from the one who could swim 
enough to save himself, but who could 
not bring the drowning one ashore. 
The one in immediate peril simply 
goes under without a sound. I have 
been with fairly good swimmers who 
became exhausted, and who. without 
a word of warning, thraw back the 
head aa though about to float or awim 
on the back, and go under. As they 
sank one arm eame up. 

"One would auppoae that a person 
who could awim would be exempt 
from thia dumbneas in the moment of 
danger, but it ia not ao. Of course, 
many persons who start from abore 
get out so far that they realise they 
cannot get back without assistance, 
and will call for help before their en- 
erj.'-y has been all spent. Possibly they 
may manage to keep afloat niitii as- 
Ristaiice comes, so when they cry out 
they are not act iially drow ii i ni,'- When 
il conies to iiifj up anil ;roiiii,' under 
they sink slouly. but wilhoiit a sound. 

"The more I think of this jihase of 
the rlrownin;; «iucstioii the more re- 
markable it seems. r.o\s haw been 
drowned here who would lia\e been 
ri's«iied hail I hey but calh'd once. 
'J'hi'V Ikh e ),'onc under siirrounded by 
companions and so idosc to the life 
guard that rescue would have been 



is another of tha myateriaa of drown* 
ing. If thara ara more ways of kUI* 
ing a cat than trna, so there ara more 
reaaons than one why people drown. 
Good awimmara, bad awimmers, and 
those who oaa't swim at all go under 
and stay from time to time. If people 
will go into the water, people will 
drown. We guard againat accidents 
to the beat of our ability, but occa- 
sionally some one goes down never to 
come up alive. We guards sit here and 
watch, go in and drag out all who ap- 
pear in distress, but despite our vigil 
anee suddenly some one will be missed, 
poing down without a word, surround- 
ed by half a hundred persons, any ona 
of whom would ]>ossibly have bean 
able to extend a helping; hand. 

"As soon as the alarm is sounded 
everyone is called froai the water and 
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jr.-^T nKFonn dhoumnc, 

assund had there been any sij^iial 
what soe\ cr. 

"The impression tliat a drowning 
person comes to the surface three 
times is a mistake. In fact, in most 
cases he (.'ocs under once and stays 
there unless some one jjoes after liim. 
Ordinarily, a peraon overboard takes 
enoii(,'h water into the body on lirst 
sinking to weight It so tliat it will nut 
rise to the surface, but there seems 
to be no rule of nature governing this. 

"I suppose if one goes under with 
the liiii(,'« full of air the body will come 
to tlie surface, but usually the first 
sinking is the laat. 

"'I'hi.s is our experience at tlic 
bench. Cases liave been (jiiile numer- 
ous where good swimmera dived from 
the raft and failed to come to the sur- 
face, going under, and ataying there 
until one of the guards went dou n 
for them. Of eourse they were brought 
up unconscious and oould not tdl w hy 
they did set soom ap aa usual. Tbia

the guards begin diving and search^ 
infr along the bottom. It is impossible 
for anyone to remain under long 
without being discovered. We have 
been very successful in saving those 
w-ho have been taken from the bot- 
tom by working on them ashore. In 
only a comparatively few instances 
has it been imiiossible to revive the 
bather. Of the drownings the public 
ahvay.s hears, btit the lives that we ^ 
save at the beach seldom attrart at- 
tention. Day after day boys have 
been rescued « ho prob.ibly nev er evci 
told their parents th.it they had beci 
on the jiuiiit of drowning, 

"The lirst thing a boy does on be- 
ing reseueil, if in a cfinscioiis condi- 
tion, is to tell a lie. He will declara 
that he wa.* not drowning, but was 
only trying to fool some other boy. 
It seems to be regarded as a rather 
disgraceful thing to be cjtight in the 
act of drowning. It doesn't reflect 
very much credit on the average boy, 
but it is a faot that as soon as ha 
finds that a companion with whom 
be came to the beach is missing, the 
.s-urvivor begins to think of home and 
mother, and in nine cases out of ten 
will start for the bath house without 
giving the alarm. 

".Vs to how loaf it is possible for a 
person to remain under the water 
and live I do not know. The longest 
I have any personal knowledge of is 
15 minutes. This waa the casa of a 
colored man. Ha fell from a atcam- 
boat wharf at a summer resort in 
Maine, He came on the steamer which 
blew as it reached the wharf. I heard 
tha whistle and looked at my wateh. 
It waa four e'eloek. Afterward I went 
to the wharf and was told that the 
man fell just as the whistle blew. No 
one had gone after him, so I dived in 
and brought him out of 20 feet of 
water. I looked at my watch and it 
was IS minutes and some f-econds after 
four. I had no hope for the man, but 
he was taken to the ho-,|);tal and sur- 
vived. I saw him oflen afterwards. 

"Boys should always have elder 
brothers or fathers or guardians with 
them," very earnes-tly said the life- 
saver, "i'hey will remain in the wa- 
ter loo long, unless they are re- 
strained. .Mmost Invariably when 1 
command a lad to <'ome out he prompt- 
ly replies: '1 only just come in, mis 
ter, Meed I did. .limmy, there, has 
been in for a long time;' when, as a 
matter of fact, both little rascals have 
been in the water for two hours or 
longer. Hemainiiig long in the wa- 
ter weakens people, no matter how 
strong they may be naturally. The 
water ojiens every pore and sueka tho 
skin dry. The boys who «re allowed 
to sta,v in the water more than an 
hour are in fit condition to have 
cramps and drown. The youngsters 
would stay in the water until they 
sprouted tins, but the beach attend- 
ants are watchful and compel them to 
come ashore. Very often, after they 
are dressed, they look so different 
thnt they can come back inside of IS 
minutes and get into the water again. 

"During the past wsek 4,973 people 
took plunges from tHIs beach, inelu<l 
ing men ahd strangera visiting the 
city, with boys or attendants. Some 
of the boys have formed eluba for 
aquatic sporta, and they contest at 
earnestly aa the members of popu< 
lar organisations. They swim ststed 
distances, accompanied by skilTs and 
life guards. They dive for depth < or 
distances, but are carefully watched 
so that life-savers can dive after 
them if Ihey do not come up very 
promptly. Altogether, this swimming 
beach on the Potomac is one of the 
most enjoyable and healthful of the 
summer resorts of tha aatloaal aapi- 

tal."
